Self After Attack On King

Minister 
Mohammad 
Otifkir committed suicide early 
today, less than 12 hours after 
rebel pilots of the Moroccan air 
force tried unsuccessfully to as­ 
sassinate King Hassan II. 
Gen. Otifkir had been consid­ 
ered the strong man of the Mo­ 
roccan regime and a staunch 
supporter of the king. 
It was not Immediately deter­ 
mined why he killed himself. 
Wednesday, 
after air force 
fighter pilots had shot up the 
plane in which the king was re­ 
turning from Europe and then 
strafed the Rabat air terminal 
and the royal palace, Oufkir 
dispatched loyal troops to key 
positions in the capital. 
Oufkir 
also had been the 
king’s strongest supporter when 
a group of of high-ranking offi­ 
cers tried to kill him 13 months 
ago. 
Official sources said Oufkir 
shot himself in the head at 
12:30 a.m.

Cong Leader 
Echoes Demo 
Politicians 


PARIS 
(AP) 
— The Viet 
Cong’s chief delegate asserted 
today 
that President Nixon 
“missed one of the most favor­ 
able opportunities to end the 
war” when he arrived in the 
White House in January 1969. 
U.S. Ambassador William J. 
Porter did not reply to the as­ 
sertion by 
Mrs. 
Nguyen Thi 
Binh, which echoed Democratic 
statements in the U.S. presiden­ 
tial campaign, but again urged 
a cease-fire. 
“With the killing stopped,” 
Porter said, “you could devote 
your attention and resources to 
the needs you have neglected 
during wartime, such as the 
dikes. Vietnamese could hold 
discussions on South Vietnam's 
future political institutions.” 
His reference to dikes was an 
answer to a renewed charge by 
the North Vietnamese at the 
155th session of the peace talks 
that the United States was de­ 
liberately bombing the dikes. 
Mrs. Binh declared the U.S. 
government 
in 1969 
was not 
seeking “a correct negotiated 
solution, based on the funda­ 
mental rights of the Vietnam­ 
ese people and of the right of 
s e 1 f-determination 
for 
the 
people of South Vietnam.” 
“On the contrary, it sought a 
solution which would permit it 
to perpetuate the yoke of neo­ 
colonialism on South Vietnam,” 
she charged.

Nixon’s Veto Of Gigantic 
Spending Bill Is Upheld 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 


ident Nixon and his congres­ 


sional supporters have killed a 


$36.5-billion 
spending 
bill 
for 


health, education and welfare. 


The action provoked harsh at­ 
tacks from administration crit­ 
ics. 


Nixon vetoed the bill Wednes­ 
day 
and piessed Congress to 
take out the $1.8 billion added 
to 
his 
original 
request. 
He 
called the 
measure 
“ reckless 
federal spending.” 


The House hours later failed 
to muster the two-thirds major­ 
ity necessary to upset the veto. 
The vote was 203 to 171 m favor 
of overriding, 47 short of the 
number needed. No Senate vote 
on overriding will be taken.

McGovern Denies Discrepancy 
In 2 Stories About Salinger 


SPRINGFIELD. 111. (AP) - 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern 
said 
Wednesday he had sent Pierre 
Salinger to ask North Vietnam­ 
ese peace negotiators if Hanoi 
would 
release 
any 
American 
prisoners before the end of the 
Vietnam war and got a no for 
an answer. 
The Democratic presidential 
nominee said Salinger, a for­ 
mer press secretary to Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy, acted as 
his personal emissary in the 
matter while on other business 
in Paris. 
Sailnger, back in New York 
Wednesday, said he met with 
second-level peace negotiators 
July 18 and again Aug. 9, and 
found them unprepared to re­ 
lease any prisoners. 
McGovern said he sees noth­ 
ing improper in Salinger’s con­ 
tacts with Hanoi, even though 
thej came at a time when the 
Nixon admnistraton was con­ 
ducting 
a 
series 
of 
private 
peace negotiations in Paris. 
McGovern sad he was not 
negotiating with the North Viet­ 
namese, 
but 
merely 
asked 
them if they had changed their 
previous position. 
‘'Anything I can possibly do 
to secure the relea» of those 
prisoners I’m 
going 
to do,” 
McGovern said. 


In other matters Wednesday, 
McGovern 
promised 
farmers

Moroccan 
coast 
on a 
flight 
i from Faris, bringing the mon­ 
arch and his entourage back 
from a three-week vacation in 
France. 
After two firing passes had 
damaged the cockpit, cut the 
hydraulic lines, smashed the in­ 
struments and blown off a rear 
door, 
Hassan 
contacted the 
fighters by radio. 
Identifying himself as a me­ 
chanic, he said the king had 
been 
“seriously 
wounded” 
along with the pilot and copilot, 
and that he would attempt a 
landing at Rabat. 
Ha9san’s 
pilot landed the 
plane with only one of its three 
engines working, and the King 
went to the terminal building. 
There he carried out the regu­ 
lar protocol, reviewing an hon­ 
or guard and greeting his min­ 
isters and foreign diplomats. 
The F5 fighters which had at­ 
tacked Hasan's jet circled the 
airport. When it became appar­ 
ent there was no confusion on 
the ground, they started straf­ 
ing the terminal reception area 
and official parking lots. 
The king and his staff took 
shelter in a small wood near 
the buildings. 
The fighters then moved on 
to attack the vast royal palace 
compound in the heart of Ra­ 
bat.

DALLAS (AP) — Bolstered 
by a wildly cheering congrega­ 
tion, Angela Davis and the Rev. 
Ralph Abernathy have told the 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference 
the 
civil 
rights 
movement “ is just beginning.” 
“ There is no way for the 
SCLC to grow old or no way to 
kill it,” Abernathy said, “ be­ 
cause we are not an organ­ 
ization—we are a movement.” 
A special security force es­ 
corted Miss Davis, who was 
recently cleared of kidnaping 
and conspiracy charges in Cali­ 
fornia, 
and 
Abernathy, 
who 
succeeded the late Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. as president of 
the group. 
SCLC spokesmen said there 
had 
been 
numerous 
threats 
against the two, but would not 
reveal details. 
Miss Davis brought the din­ 
ner crowd to its feet several 
tim es with her keynote speech 
on poverty and prisons. 
“ Prisons are instruments of 
class and racial oppression.” 
the 
California 
activist 
said. 
“ George 
Jackson 
got 
a 
life 
term for a crim e involving S70 
that they couldn’t prove and 
Ruchell McGee got a life term 
for a $10 charge, while Clifford 
Irving will probably just spend 
a few months in jail.” 
The former UCLA professor 
suggested the prisons should be 
abolished because they are “ be­ 
yond the point of meaningful 
reform .” 


“ They should be abandoned, 
lock, stock and barrel,” she 
said. “It may frighten some 
people to call for the abolition 
of all prisons, but a move to 
abolish confinement in prisons 
is 
practical 
and 
obtainable. 
They could be replaced with 
community 
programs, 
con­ 
trolled by the communities at 
the locale where the sisters and 


brothers can genuinely help the 
prisoners.” 
The crowd responded with re­ 
peated ovations and black pow­ 
er salutes while Abernathy pre­ 
sented 
Miss Davis a special 
SCLC award for “ her personal 
courage in supporting black lib­ 
eration.” 
The group gave its highest 
honor, the Martin Luther King 
Jr. award, to entertainer Harry 
Belafonte for his civil rights 
work. The Rosa Parks Award, 
named for the 
black woman 
whose arrest for refusing to 
give up a bus seat touched off 
the bus boycott in Montgomery, 
Ala.,

went to 
Mrs. 
Parks, who has never been for­ 
mally honored by the group.

Mavbe there should be a sign in Jean 
Holland’s front yard. “Beware the Tree.” 
She doesn't see any need for it and 
neither do we neighbors. 
A 50-foot pillar of crimson and gold 
blazes in the Holland front yard every 
fall, well ahead of the color changes in 
maples and other conventional autumn 
decorations. 
It’s a traffic stopper on Fall Creek 
Boulevard in northeast Indianapolis, 
just north of 46th Street. 
It isn’t a tree but a colossal poison ivy 
vine. Underneath the rampant foliage is 
the stub of a dead hickory tree. 
“The top of the hickory blew off in a 
storm more than 10 years ago.” Mrs. 
Holland explains, “and it died. The vine 
already was climbing the tree. We left 
it because it gave some privacy.” 
Poison ivy. Rhus radicans to the bot­ 
anists. produces acid-tvpe burns on 
skins of some people. Others are im­ 
mune. On the most susceptible, a brush 
against poison ivy produces blisters a 
ha If-inch tall and they linger for days, 
itching to the edge of tolerance. 
•'I get ivy poisoning myself.” Mrs. Hol­ 
land said, “but not from the tree. It 
stands away from the street and walks 
and there’s no reason for anyone to 
touch it Anyway, everybody around here 
knows poison ivy when they see it. It’s 
everywhere.” 
To people who have been temporarily 
crippled by it, Rhus radicans is the 
nastiest native plant in Indiana. Yet 
there is no state law' requiring land­ 
owners to control it. And there’s a reason. 
Landowners are required to make 
some attempt to destroy or prevent the 
spread of Canadian thistle, Johnson 
grass and marijuana. Some cities have 
ordinances against planting ailanthus, 
others known"as “Tree of Heaven,” “The 
Tree that Grows in Brooklyn,” or “Stink 
Tree.” 
Claude Wade, assistant state ento­ 
mologist. explains that strong herbicides 
will kill poison ivy but it is entwined 
with desirable vegetation all over the 
landscape. The vines get 3 inches thick 
and climb to the tops of trees in river 
bottoms, where plant killing poisons 
could get into the water. 
Birds relish poison ivy’s waxy green 
or reddish berries and plant the seeds 
enthusiastically. The vine will grow any­ 
where in Indiana excepting boggy 
ground. This gap in Nature’s defenses is 
filled by another skin blisterer that likes 
wet ground, poison sumac (Rhus Ver- 
nix).“Poison ivy makes good wild-life food ” 
Wade conceded, “and that’s about the 
only good thing you can say about it.” 
Except that it’s"pretty.

The borderline between infirmities and 
sins may be difficult to follow all the 
way. Nor can most of us define it to the 
satisfaction of us all. But we all recog­ 
nize that each of us has a personal re­ 
lationship to God and we are account­ 
able to Him for our attitudes and actions. 
There is no reason for us to fear that a 
loving Heavenly Father will ever hold 
against us something that our ignorance 
and infirmities kept us from knowing 
about. He understands our weaknesses. 
And the things that we do know about 
ourselves that we do not like, He will 
help us overcome or bear, according to 
His will and grace. Honesty is most im­ 
portant' Examining our motives to be 
sure that we are not deceiving ourselves 
is most important! The whole truth 
about ourselves as we understand our­ 
selves should come out in our prayer life 
with God.

Watch What Kind Of Water 
You Use On Your Plants

The complaint often is: “I 
watered my jade tree every 
day, bit it died.” In fact, the 
tree wilted because it was wa­ 
tered

day. 
Dedicated

plants than underwatermg. 
P la it roots need air as well 
as water to' thrive. If you keep 
the soil around roots soaking 
wet, air is forced out and your 
plant smothers and dies. Most 
indoor plants will perform best 
if you allow the soil around 
their roots to become almost 
dry between waterings. Plants 
such as ferns will take a bit 
more watering than average. 
Desert plants such as cactus 
require less water than aver­ 
age. But if you follow the prac­ 
tice of watering only when the 
plant soil feels dry at the sur­ 
face, you’ll be on target with 
most popular indoor plants. 
A different sort of watering 
problem occurs when a plant’s 
root ball is allowed to 'dry out 
completely—and shrink, as a re­ 
sult. When this happens, the 
water you add to the container 
l-uns down the insides of the pet 
and doesn’t soak soil around 
the roots. If you suspect this 
difficulty, completely immerse 
the pot in water (in your sink 
or bathrub) and leave it until 
air bubbles stop gurglng from 
the root ball. 
Avoid using softened water 
on apartment plants if you can. 
Water from softened municipal 
supplies is loaded with sodium. 
It accumulates in plant contain­ 
ers eventually causing leaves to 
turn black, around the edges. If 
you cannot find a nonsoftened 
water 
supply, 
occasionally

'Common breeding places are 
flood waters, woodland pools 
and slow moving streams. Oth­ 
ers are ditches, marshes, ponds, 
and around the edges of lakes.

Day Lily Coining 
To Its Own In 
Landscaping 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. - The 
day lily (hemerocallis) is taking 
on new dimensions. 
Most familiar to people as 
patches 
of 
brightly 
colored 
orange flowers along roadsides, 
they serve in some cases to 
mark 
the site 
of 
a 
long 
destroyed log cabin. 
But 
now 
the 
daylily 
is 
becoming 
one 
of 
the 
most 
desirable landscape perennials, 
asserts John A. Wott, Purdue 
U n i v e r s i t y extension home 
environment horticulturist. 
The flower thrives in full sun 
or partial shade and in wet or 
dry soils. The big bonus is the 
flower’s need for little care. 
Thousands of varieties are 
now available, and colon range 
from the 'typical orange and 
yellow to reds, melons, buffs, 
light 
purples, 
maroons 
and 
almost whites. 
What’s more, enthusiasts are 
eagerly awaiting the first white 
and blue flower selections which 
are due in the near future. 
Heights range from 12 inches 
to those with flower scapes five 
to six feet. Flower size ranges 
from less than two inches to 
more than seven. Bicolors and 
a 
few 
doubles 
are 
also 
available. 
Newer cultivan will bloom 
for three to six weeks and 
more, says Wott. Some newer 
types are now termed, **re- 
bloomers" in. that they will, 
bloom, at least twice during the 
season. 
Daylilies are ideal to use in 
combination with daffodils, the 
horticulturist adds. For when 
the 
daffodils 
die 
off, 
the 
daylillies will add color to the 
area. 
Other enhancing 
com­ 
binations are with dahlias and 
lilies. 
In recent years, daylilies have 
been used in roadside plantings 
and 
community 
projects. 
Cultivan 
which 
spread 
are 
excellent erosion control plants. 
Masses of plants are also ideal 
to use in large 
community 
areas. 


Yard And 
Garden Safety 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. -Garden 
and yard safety is a practice 
that 
needs 
to 
he 
observed 
throughout the year, not just 
in the summer time. 
Lawn 
furniture, 
equipment 
and fixtures can provide many 
comforts and benefits, but they 
can also be potential accident 
Uireats. 
Stepping stones, clothes lines, 
incinerators, 
stakes, 
mowers, 
stepladders, tools and chemicals 
are only a few of the beneficial 
things we have or use about 
the yard. Yet these can cause 
mishaps when carelessly used, 
left unattended, or improperly 
maintained. 
I n d i a n a Cooperative Ex­ 
tension Service publication, HO- 
3, 
entitled, 
“Garden Safety” 
points up some hazards in yard 
and 
garden. 
It 
is 
a 
good 
publication to have posted in 
the garage or utility room as 
a reminder to practice safety. 
Single copies are available to 
Indiana r e s i d e n t s without 
charge 
at 
county 
Extension 
offices. 


tree cavities, rain barrels, fish 
ponds, bird baths, old tires, tin 
cans, catch basins . . . in any­ 
thing that will hold water. 
Mosquitoes lay eggs on the 
surface of water or in law 
places where water is likely to 
accumulate. 
The 
eggs 
may 
hatch in less than three days 
or when flooding occurs. The 
l a r v a e , 
commonly 
called 
“wiggle-tails,” mature in seven 
to 19 days and change into a 
pupa or “tumbler” stage. Two 
or 
three 
days 
later, 
adult 
mosquitoes emerge. 
Each female then. lays 109 to 
499 or more eggs. The entire 
life cycle may be completed in 
as few as 10 days. Only the 
female is a blood feeder, and 
she prefers warm blooded to 
cold blooded animals. .. Best 
method of control is on the 
c o m m u n i t y 
wide 
basis. 
Generally, this calls for some 
professional type help so that 
a 
mosquito survey 
may 
be 
made first. However, individual 
homeowners can do some things 
to 
alleviate

situation, such as 
*^-be sure water is not allowed 
to stand in containers about the 
yard 
or 
grounds 
and 
keep 
gutters operational. 
—change the water in the bird 
bath each week. 
—stock garden, and lily ponds 
with goldfish

porches. 
—spray shrubbery around the 
house with carbaryl (Sevin), 
using two tablespoons of 59 per 
cent wettable powder in one 
gallon of water. 
—use 
pyrethrins 
and 
or 
dichlorvos (DDVP) as aerosols 
or in hand fogging machines for 
quick 
kill 
and 
temporary 
elimination of mosquitoes in 
backyards, etc. 
—use a mosquito repellent if 
needed.

faexanedial (Rutgers 6-12), and 
Indalone. 


Proper Way To 
Unclog Drain 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — You’re 
not a fully initiated homeowner 
until 
you’ve 
experienced 
a 
dogged drain. 
Objects 
carelessly 
knocked 
into a drain or dropped there 
by a youngster can cause hours 
of 
trouble. 
So 
can 
an 
ac­ 
cumulation of grease, dirt or 
other foreign matter. 


Simple 
grease 
and 
soap 
clinging 
to 
a 
pipe 
can 
be 
removed sometimes by flushing 
with hot water, points out W. 
H. Friday, Purdue University 
extension agricultural engineer. 
Lye or lye mixed with a small 
amount of aluminum shavings 
may also be used. When water 
is added to this mixture, a 
violent gas-forming reaction and 
heat production takes place. 
This loosens the grease and 
soap so that they can be flushed 
away. 
But always be sure to use 
cold 
water 
only 
with 
this 
procedure, 
stresses 
Friday. 
Also, if lye is spiled on toe 
hands or clothing, wash with 
cold water immediately. If any 
of the mixture gets into the 
eyes, flush with cold water and 
consult a doctor. 


Chemical cleaners should not 
be used inpipes that are com­ 
pletely stopped up, cautions the 
agricultural engineer. For to be 
effective, these cleaners must 
be brought into direct contact 
with 
the 
stoppage. 
Always 
handle 
such 
material 
with 
extreme 
care 
and 
follow 
directions on the container. 
Sometimes small obstructions 
can be forced down or drawn 
up by use of an ordinary rubber 
force cup, called, a. “plumber’s 
friend.’ 


When the obstruction is in a 
fixture trap, remove and clean 
toe trap, if at all possible. 
Obstructions elsewhere in the 
pipe require other means. 
C l e a n o u t 
augers—long, 
flexible , steel cables called 
“snakes” — can be inserted into 
drainpipes 
to break 
up the 
impasse or hook onto and pull 
out objects. Augers come in 
v a r i o u s 
lengths 
and 
are 
available at most equipment 
rental stores. 
Often the problem is beyond 
the homeowner and a plumber 
with

power-driven,

must be called. 


Twig Pruner Activity Indicated 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. —Noticed 
an excess of small branches 
beneath your trees? If so, twig 
pruner activity is a possibility. 
Oak, hickory, maple, locust, 
h a c k b e r r y 
walnut, 
elm, 
sweetgum and pecan trees are 
especally 
vulnerable 
to 
this 
beetle. 
The insect is found in eastern 
United 
States, 
including 
In­ 
diana, confides David Matthew, 
Purdue 
Unversity 
extension 
entomologist. 


In the 
spring, the beetles 
deposit their eggs in slits in 
the bark, at leaf axils near the 
tips of twigs and small bran­ 
ches. The young larvae feed 
beneath the bark and later bore 
down the center toward the 
base of the infested branch or 
twig. 
Later, 
these 
insects 
sever 
the branch by 
making con­ 
centric circular cuts from the 
center outward to just beneath 
the outer bark. Branches then 
break off wúth the larvae in 
them and fall to the ground. 
Heavily infested trees can be 
d a m a g e d 
seriously, 
says 
Matthew, but not killed. 
Spraying 
to 
control 
these 
i n s e c t s 
has 
not 
proved 
b e n e f i c i a l , adds the en­ 
tomologist. T h e r e f o r e , the 
infested twigs and branches that 


are on the ground should be 
picked up and destroyed. This 
will help reduce twig pruner 
populations the next year.

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Debate Heats Up Over Rising Food Prices 


By G. DAVID WALLACE

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s grocery bill is higher 
than ever this president!a 1-elec­ 
tion year and the debate over 
who gets what share of the 
pie—and the blame—from ris­ 
ing food prices is heating up 
Candidates are farmers, mid­ 
dlemen and retailers, all of 
whom say they are caught in 
an economic crunch. 
Some typical breakdowns of 
food prices: 
A pound of choice beef cost 
an average of $1.14 the last 
time 
government 
shoppers 
checked 
the 
nation's 
food 
stores. Ranchers took 78 cents 
of 
that and 
the men who 
slaughter, ship, wrap and sell 
the meat the other 36 cents. 
On lettuce the split was 22 
cents a head for retailers and 
processors, 10 cents for farm­ 
ers. Of the 25 cents for a loaf of 
bread, 4 cents went to farmers. 
Altogether, marketers get an 
average 60 cents of every food 
dollar. The place to study the 
question of rising food prices, 
says Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl L. Butz, “is in the proc­ 
essing and distribution system 
between the farmer’s gate and 
the consumer’s table.” 
What about farmers? There 
are more dollars to go around 
now than ever before, and 
farmers are getting two cents 
more of the food dollar than 
they did a year ago. 
Retailers say they’re not 
profiting from the rising food 
prices. Of criticism to this ef­ 
fect, economist S. Kent Chris­ 
tensen of "The National Associ­ 
ation of Food Chains said, “We 
think we’re getting the brunt of 
this and we don’t deserve u.” 
The reason: 
Retailer-profit 
margin, expressed as a per­ 
centage of sales, has dwindled 
to what Christensen now esti­ 
mates at no more than seven- 
ten this of 1 per cent. Agricul­ 
ture Department figures con­ 
firm the steep decline from a 
margin, of 1.3 per cent in 1564. 
Still. Safeway Stores, which 
now claims to be the nation's 
largest food seller, recently re­ 
ported record profits. The Price 
Commission has ordered four 
regional food chains to reduce 
prices to make up for what the 
commission considered excess 
profts. 
Where supermarkets are con­ 
cerned, the political and eco­ 
nomic crunch on food prices 
came as they were already 
locked in what Christensen 
called “one of the most intense 
competitive 
struggles 
that 
we’ve seen in years and years 
and years.” 
The straggle was precipitated 


by the appearance across the 
nation of regional food chains 
undercutting the national gi­ 
ants. 
Farmers, meanwhile, have 
been caught up in the same spi- 
raling living costs that affect 
everyone else. 
Farmers spend 5 per cent 
more to live now than they did 
a year ago. The money they re­ 
ceived increased 13 per cent m 
the same time. Rut the latest 
jump came after a 20-year peri­ 
od in which the prices farmers 
received increased 6 per cent. 
The biggest cost increase in 
tne farm-to-market journey has 
not been on either end, but in 
the middle. 
Labor costs involved after 
food leaves the farm jumped 42 
per cent over the last decade, 
until they ate up 29 cents of ev­ 
ery dollar spent on food, ac­ 
cording to Department of Agri­ 
culture figures. 
Fueling the price rises have 
been shoppers with more mon­ 
ey to spend. Agriculture De­ 
partment figures show' Ameri­ 
cans spend 16 cents of every 
dollar they earn for food. In 
1960 they spent 20 cents. 
Another sign of plenty of 
money to spend is shopper re­ 


sponse to price trends. As food 
prices have steadily risen, so 
has 
individual 
food 
con­ 
sumption, at least until this 
year, when it is expected to 
show a slight drop. 
Demand for beef, for ex­ 
ample. remained strong even in 
the face of soaring prices. 
Whatever the reason for food 
price 
increases, 
economists 
hold out hope for the debate 
over 
blame 
quieting 
down 
somewhat. 
The 4li per cent food prices 
were expected to rise this year, 
compared to 2V& last year, has 
already been reached. Now 
government economists expect 
'the situation to level out for the 
rest of the year. Initial figures 
support their expectations.

GERMAN AIR SUFFERS 
BONN, Germany (AP) — 
Each year 3.39 million tons of 
sulphur dioxide and 4.5 million 
tons of carbon monoxide are re­ 
leased into the West German 
air, a Federal Science Ministry 
commission reported. 
In addition, some 8.1 million 
tons of inorganic salts are 
pumped into the national water­ 
way s annually. 
The sulphur dioxide comes 
from power stations and do­ 
mestic heating, while 80 per 
cent of the carbon monoxide is 
provided by traffic. 
Water pollution is blamed pri­ 
marily on chemical and mining 
concerns.
